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1 . Newly added claims 52-65 are pending. 

2. The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by Applicant's amendment filed 6- 
24-04. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 52-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In base claim 52 applicant recites "said first nucleic acid sequence comprising a means 
for encoding ..." and later on recites "said second nucleic acid sequence constitutes a means for 
promoting expression ..." The recitation of means is confusing. The term has legal definitions 
separate from its scientific context in protein translation. It is suggested Applicant delete 
"comprising a means for encoding" and replace it with -encodes— and later on in the claim 
replace "constitutes a means for promoting" with -promotes--. 

In all of the independent claims the recitation of "binds an antibody produced against a 
protein having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 15". It was suggested in Applicant 
remarks that said functional limitation was intended to more clearly define the invention. 
However in the antibody art, specifically binds is separate from binds, since antibodies 
specifically bind a very limited class of protein with similar epitopes, however they bind all 
proteins based upon non-specific protein to protein interactions. It is suggested Applicant clear 
up any discrepancy as what function the claim proteins must possess in order to meet the claim 
limitation "binds an antibody produced against a protein having the amino acid sequence of SEQ 
ID NO: 15". 

4. Claims 52-65 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatenable over claims 32-37, and 40-42 of 
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copending Applicalion No. 1 0/2 1 8,743. Although the conflicting claims arc not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because all pending claims 25-39 of USSN 09662,293 
are drawn to nearly the same isolated protein. The issuance of a patent to instant application 
would encompass the pending claims 32-37, and 40-42 of USSN 10/218,743 for the following 
reasons. 

Applicant has stated this rejection will be overcome with a Terminal Disclaimer at time 
of issuance should the need arise. 
The rejection is maintained.
